THE CALIFORNIA OUTLOOK 

Uppermost in the people’s minds 
is the subject ‘of crop prospects, 
swys the Sacramento Bee, and it is 
gratifying to note the fact that the 
late rains brought joy and content- 
ment to many thousand bomes 
throughout California wherein the 
gloom of despondency had begun 
to set in about the family board. 
A wouderful impetus has been 
given to all kinds of crops, and the 
country is now rich and heavy with 
verdure. The rains came too late 
to revive the cropsina few locali- 
ties, but the area over which there 
will be a total failure is not large. 
Where half acrop was looked for 
there will be, perhaps, two-thirds, 
and in the more favored districts 
the yield will be heavier per acre 
than usual. On the whole, it may 
not be claiming too mueh to say 
that there will be—with later Spring 
showers—a two-thirds crop. Some 

' persons think there will be more, 
and some less; at all events, there 
will be enough to insure a large 
surplus for export, and the season 
generally promises to be one of un- 
usual prosperity. The Gridley Her- 
aid says that even Colusa, where 
the majority of ranchers last week 
feared that their grain lands would 
not produce feed for their stock, is 
now expected te garner the largest 
crop raised for many years. The 
greater portion of the San Joaquin 
valley will, it is estimated, yield 
an average crop. Butte, however, 
is destined to lead the van this 
year, judging from the present out- 
look. Three-fourths of the Summer- 
fallow acreage will yield a large 
average; the remainder will turn 
out almost if net quite an average 
crop, while the Winter-sowing will 
average a three-fourths crop 
throuhout. Stanislaus. county, 
through the Modesto Herald, puts 
in a claim for precedence. It is 
said that she will again roll up the 
largest wheat crop of any county in 
the State. The average sown is 
larger than ever before, and the 
west side, which was partially lost 
Jast year, will add largely to the total 
amount. The Solano papers de- 
clare that their’s will be the banner 
wheat-growing county, all of which 
contrasts strangely and pleasantly 


with the reports of two weeks ago.

The Supreme Court en a Railroad

WASHINGTON, April 2. 

A Supreme Court decision was ren- 
dered to-day in the tax case of the 
Memphis & Charleston Railroad Com- 
pany against the United States, 
brought here upon a writ of error from 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
Western District of Tennessee. This 
was a suit instituted by the United 
States to recover taxes alleged to be 
due from the company under the rev- 
enue acts of 1862, 64 and '66, on ac- 
count of interest coupons and diyi- 
dends paid between July 1, 1862, and 
January 1, 1868.
